In the year 226, Helena, the mother of 
Constantine, the first Christian Emperor, 
discovered, as is pretended, the true Cross, 
jin a cave on Mount Calvary, and ordered 
ja magnificent Church to be erected on 
the spot, called the Church of the Holy 
Sepulchre. Jerusalem, under the protec- 
‘tion of Constantine, became a splendid 
Christian city, and pilgrimages soon rose 


into vogue, and have continued to the pre- 


sent day. {In 362, the Emperor Julian, 
who hated the Christians and favored the 
Jews, made an attempt to rebuild the tem- 
ple, but was prevented, as some authors 
relate, by fiery eruptions from the earth. 
In 614, the Persians took Jerusalem, and 
almost destroyed the Holy Sepulchre and 
the Churches of Constantine and Helena, 
and carried the true Cross, so called, to 
Persia :—90,000 Christians were massa- 
cred by the Jews and Arabs attached to 
the Persian armies. In 638, the Emperor 
Heraclins recaptured the City and restor- 
edthe Cross. In 627, Jerusalem was ta- 
ken by Omar the Saracen, the third in 
succession from Mahomet. It was not re- 
taken by the Saracens until 1076, when it 
was conquered by the Seljukian Turks, 
who were expelled by the Caliph of Egypt 
in 1096. In 1099 the European Chris- 
tians, denominated Crusaders, captured Je- 
ruralem, and put 70,000 Mahometans to 
the sword :— 

It continued under the dominion of the 
western Christians until 1187, when it was 
taken by the famous Saledin, Sultan of E- 
gypt and Syria, who treated the conquered 
with great humanity. It afterwards fell 
into the power of the Mamelukes of Egypt, 
who were dispossessed by the Ottoman 
Turks in 1517. The Turks have now had 
possession of the city for upwards of three 
hundred years.

Two 
thirds of the Hill of Zion are now exclud- 
ed from the city. Calvary, or Golgotha, 
where Christ was crucified, was situated 
without the walls but the hill now called 
Calvary, where the tomb of the Savior is 
shown to the Pilgrim, is within the city.— 
Many travellers, however, doubt the iden- 
tity of his tomb. 

The most beautiful building in Jerusa- 
lem is the mosque of Omar, which occu- 
pies the site of Solomon’s Temple on Mo- 
riah. It is a group of mosques erected at 
diflerent times, in an enclosure 1369 feet 
long by 825 broad. The two most mag- 
nificeat buildings are called el Aksa and 
el Sahara. The iatter is an octagonal 
temple, having eight sides of 61 feét each, 
and is 159 feet indiameter, Jt is surroun- 
ded by a superb cupola, elevated 93 feet. 
It is built overthe rock Sahara, where the 
Mahometans pretend to show the print of 
their prophet’s foot, protected by a cage 
of gilt wire. They are taught to believe 
that this rock is surrounded by a guard of 
70,000 angels. Near the rock, m the 
pavement, is a piece of green-marble, fas- 
tened down by four or five gilt nails, they 
affirm, is the gate of Paradise. ‘They pe- 
late that the Sevil ence removed some of 
the nails in attempting to pass, but was o- 
ver-heard, and beaten back forever. In 
this temple, there is a Koran four fect long | 
and two and a half broad. Every night, |

In Paisy, Asthma, Ague, diseases of the 
liver, Rheumatism am worms, the seed 
should be taken, somewhat more freely 
than in other cases, and in instances of 
long standing and great obstinacy, to the 
extent of four or five large table-spoonsful 
in the course of each day, if the bowels 
will bear that quantity without much in- 
convenience; and in these as in other ca- 
ses the patient must have recourse to Ep- 
som salts, or any other nai!d aperient, or to 
the mixture of sulphur and magnesia, if 
necessary.
